nonprogressive in many others and one of these 1. 
in the building and heating of their homes 
Atten- 


tion Is called to tills fact by the disastrous flre 
which swept the slum district ot Tokio last week 


troying no less than three thousand houses Prac 


ticilly every year the cities of the Island Empire are 
\isited by similar conflagrations and it seems certain 
that this condition will continue 


Japanese clt'es especially In the residence sec- 


tions are of tinder box construction the sides being 
of thin wood and the doors oE tissue paper 
The 


oors are of soft matting while the roofs are of tile 
This latter affords some slight protection from the 
fljing embers but once let a fire get a start especially 
with a good -wind blowing and the toll Is certain to 
be great 
The hazard is further added to by reason 


of the fact that heating is done by open charcoal 
braziers 
over which the inhabitants, hover on cold 


winter nights The sun beats doi\n on these flimsy 
structures during the summer drying them to tin 
der and when winter comes and the charcoal 
is 


lighted fires are certain to occur 
And practically 


every fire is a disaster The streets are narrow and 
flames leap from building to building with startling 
speed 


After Tokio was destroyed bv fire following tho 


earthquake there was much talk of laying out tho 
city on modern lines, with wider streets more room 
and better construction But little came of the talk. 
There are some good buildings in the business dls 
tnct 
but Japanese 
after living for a thousand 


years or more In the same kind of houses and with 
the same kind of heating facilities refused to mal ° 
the change and the new Tokio Is practically the 
same as the old 


The fire departments In Japanese cities are very 


good and are supplied with modern equipment motoi 
driven while the firemen are skilled in their work 
but as long as the houses are built as they are and 
heated In the same old manner the big annual fire 
Is certain to occur Each fire company has its own 
fire god which must be carried to every fire and 
made comfortable before the fire fighting begins 
Oreat faith is placed in these 


But fire loss is a great calamity and while most of 


them in Japan could be avoided by proper precautions 
the same statement applies to every other place In 
the w orld

These echoes of the war concern themselves with 


individuals 
When the conflict was at Us height 


action *was on such a mighty scale that man counted 
for naught We became accustomed to speaking In 
terms of thousands 
It tended to make us calloused 


and indifferent to individual suffering: and sacrifice 
After the war the stories concerning men In the In 
dividual sense who fought and died or suffered a 
fate even more terrible than death came to again

It will be necessary for Nebraska 


egislatures to change their attitude 
oward the higher Institutions of 
earning—speaking of the state unl 
yerslty and state teachers colleges 
—if we are to have a well rounded 
Toperly 
housed 
and 
efficiently 
equipped educational system which 
will compete with the systems of 
other states It does not follow that 
iberality is extravagance but it Is 
•aiely possible that economy may 
»e more properly termed parsimony 
There has been a time not very 
ar distant in the past, when our 
eglslators showed a pride In the 
(tate s educational institutions and 
,heir constituents were alert and 
aggressive wherever 
there 
might 
be the least sign of disloyalty 
But 
eglslators ha-\ e become 
captious 
and constituents have become care 
ess until now it is quite the rule 
'or the responsible executives 
ot 
:hose Institutions to go begging to 
secure sufficient appropriations for 
jare maintenance 
Appropriations for university and 
eachers collies permit thos« insti- 
tutions to exist with underpaid fac 
ultles and without sufficient funds 
during summer school seasons to 
employ teacheis for these summer 
tudents 
Where 
buildings 
are 
needed to care for expansion they 
are denied 
Where added facilitieb 
are 
required 
they 
are 
ignored 


"Where decent maintenance Is right- 
fully expected they are compelled 
.o go hungry 
Probably the most important of 
all consideration at present la that 
of housing facilities 
Right here it 
s well to say that we hate passed 
the piecemeal 
period when edu 
catlonal needs personal pude and 
business intelligence demand plans 
to cover certain periods and a sur- 
vey of the work required in Ne 
jraska should convince us that a 
:en year period is none too long 
Evidently this Is what Nebraska 
educators thought when the incom- 
paiable sum of one eighth oC a mill 
for the unitersity and 1 2ath of a 
mill for the teachers colleges was
